As correctly indicated in applicants' Remarks filed December 4, 2008, Vathauer 
no longer teach or reasonably suggest the metallocene compound of formula (I) of the 
instant claim, the rejections under 35 USC 103 are now withdrawn. Since applicants 
have properly file terminal disclaimers for Application Numbers 10/536,858 and 
10/480,762 and thus overcome the double patenting rejections of the record.
